To  the  Members  of  the  Society: 

Complying  with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws,  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers submit  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  the  report  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1890,  it  being  the  seventh  an- 
nual report  of  the  Managers. 

THE  PAST  YEAR'S  WORK. 

The  year  has  been  full  of  "red  letter"  days,  for  with  the  comple- 
tion and  use  of  our  beautiful  and  well-appointed  new  hospital  build- 
ing, our  facilities  for  caring  for  God's  sick  and  needy  children  have 
been  greatly  increased.  Public  attention  has  been  called  to  our  work 
and  to  our  necessities,  and,  thank  God,  we  have  been  generously  re- 
membered by  those  to  whom  the  Lord  has  given  liberally  of  this 
world's  goods.  All  departments  of  the  hospital  have  worked  smoothly 
and  satisfactorily,  and  the  reports  and  exhibits  from  the  different 
departments  set  forth  the  work  in  detail.  The  Medical  Superintend- 
ent's report  gives  the  number  of  patients  treated,  and  the  nature  of 
their  sickness.

The  average  number  of  charity  patients  has  constituted  25  per 
cent  of  the  whole  number  treated;  and  of  the  remaining  75  percent, 
more  than  one-half  have  paid  considerably  less  than  the  average  daily 
cost  of  maintenance,  thereby  extending  the  aid  of  the  Hospital  to  a  very 
great  number  of  people  who  would  not  apply  for  admission  to  the  Hos- 
pital as  purely  charity  patients.  In  considering  the  charity  work  of 
our  Hospital,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  we  do  not  have  a  dispen- 
sary connected  with  the  Hospital;  hence  the  number  of  our  charity 
cases  can  not  be  augmented  by  the  great  numbers  who  are  furnished 
with  prescriptions  and  who  receive  medical  advice  from  a  dispensary, 
as  is  the  case  with  many  Hospitals.  All  charity  cases  treated  by  our 
Hospital  are  those  who  are  admitted  into  the  building  and  who  receive 
treatment  in  its  wards. 

In  order  to  bring  the  work  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  into  closer 
relation  with  that  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Ladies'  Aid  was  asked 
to  recommend  three  of  their  members  to  act  on  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Managers,  and  the  committee  as  reorganized  was  well- 
timed  and  has  proved  itself  an  efficient  help  to  the  management  of  the 
Hospital.  Monthly  meetings  of  the  committee  are  held  at  the  Hospi- 
tal, at  which  time  the  past  month's  work  is  reviewed,  and  various  sub- 
jects relating  to  the  future  necessities  of  the  Hospital  are  treated. 

During  the  year  the  accounts  have  been  re- arranged  and  consoli- 
dated, and  the  work  has  been  tedious  and  irksome;  but  it  has  been 
thoroughly  done,  so  that  the  books  and  accounts  now  clearly  set  forth 
the  condition  of  the  Hospital ;  and  for  this  work,  we  are  indebted  to 
our  treasurer,  Mr.  Hale,  and  his  valuable  assistant,  Mr.  Cowan. 

RESOURCES  OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 

The  opening  of  the  Jones  Memorial  Building  has  brought  much 
additional  work  and  responsibility  upon  the  Management;  and  while 
we  have  been  enabled  to  do  a  much  larger  work,  the  cost  of  adminis- 
tration has  been  greatly  increased,  which  with  the  many  expenses  in- 
cident to  so  great  an  undertaking,  has  burdened  the  treasury,  and  the 
managers  have  been  obliged  to  exercise  the  greatest  economy,  and 
how  to  get  through  with  our  present  resources  has  been  a  difficult 
problem  to  solve. 

In  our  last  annual  report,  the  Managers  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  an  old  debt  of  $9,000  was  hanging  over  the  Hospital,  much 
of  which  was  incurred  in  the  construction  of  the  first  building;  and 
this  amount,  as  then  anticipated,  has  been  considerably  added  to  by 
the  cost  of  completing  the  L  connecting  the  old  building  with  the 
Jones  Memorial,  so  that  with  the  deficit  of  $8,775  in  our  current  ex- 


penses  for  this  year,  we  are  now  in  debt  $18,455.28,  which  amounl  is 
represented  by  temporary  loans.  It  is  not  a  pleasant  duty  to  call  at- 
tention to  such  a  debt,  but  the  managers  have  no  secrets  which  they 
wish  to  keep  from  the  Society  or  the  Churches,  and  they  desire  that 
all  shall  fully  understand  the  load  they  have  to  carry. 

THE  LADIES'  AID. 

The  Managers  have  occasion  again  to  express  their  thanks  to  the 
noble  band  of  Christian  women  comprising  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society. 
Their  labors,  which  have  stood  out  so  conspicuously  during  the  entire 
history  of  the  Hospital,  have  been  made  brighter  and  more  glorious  by 
their  deeds  of  the  year  just  closed;  and  it  is  with  gratitude  that  the 
Managers  report  that  through  their  energy  and  benevolence  they  have 
raised  sufficient  money  to  procure  a  suitable,  well-equipped  ambulance, 
which  we  hope  to  put  into  service  in  a  few  months.  Their  report  is 
submitted  herewith  and  the  Managers  ask  that  each  member  of  the 
Society  will  read  the  story  of  their  work;  for  if  it  is  well  studied  all 
will  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  new  year  with  increased  zeal  and 
enthusiasm. 

NURSING. 

The  nursing  of  the  Hospital  remains  under  the  management  of  the 
Illinois  Training  School  for  Nurses,  and  the  devotion  of  many  of  their 
nurses  deserves  our  warmest  commendation,  and  is  highly  appreciated 
both  by  the  patients  and  the  Hospital  management.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  our  permanent  endowment  now 
amounts  to  $80,000,  having  been  increased  $55,000  during  the  year. 
Mrs.  Bertha  Cobb  Armour,  who  last  year  endowed  a  bed  in  perpetuity 
in  memory  of  her  husband,  offered  this  year  to  endow  the  Men's  Sur- 
gical Ward  on  a  basis  of  ten  beds,  she  relinquishing  the  bed  endowed 
last  year  and  paying  in  the  sum  of  $45,000,  which  made  her  endow- 
ment for  the  ward  $50,000.  The  Managers  very  thankfully  accepted 
her  proposition,  and  the  ward  is  now  known  as  the  William  Armour 
Memorial  Ward.  Mrs.  Armour  has  also  fitted  up  and  furnished  the 
ward  in  a  most  delicate  and  beautiful  manner,  at  a  cost  of  $2,000 
or  more. 

Mr.  Simeon  B.  Williams  and  his  daughters  endowed  a  room  in 
memory  of  wife  and  mother,  and  have  also  furnished  it  in  a  tasteful 
manner.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  these  noble  Christian  people,  and  the 
Managers  hope  that  such  princely  gifts  will  prompt  other  benevolent 
people  to  emulate  their  example. 

The  will  of  the  late  John  Crerar  bequeaths  to  the  Hospital  the  sum 
of  $25,000,  but  from  present  indications  we  shall  not  receive  this 
money  till  the  statutory  time  expires  within  which  the  trustees  can 
legally  pay  off  the  bequests. 

Mr.  Palmer,  of  this  city,  died  during  last  summer,  and  he  be- 
queathed $10,000  to  the  Hospital  to  endow  a  room  to  be  known  as  the 
Palmer  Room.  The  Managers  have  reason  to  hope  that  this  money 
will  come  into  the  possession  of  the  Hospital  during  the  next  few 
months. 

Mrs.  Conrad  Seipp,  and  the  adult  heirs  of  the  late  Conrad  Seipp. 
presented  the  Hospital  with  $5,000,  in  memory  of  Mr.  Seipp,  which 
amount  was  given  for  general  Hospital  purposes. 
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CLERICAL  HOARD. 

Services  have  been  held  regularly  in  the  Chapel  even  Sabbath 
throughout  the  year,  under  the  charge  of  various  supplies  furnished 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Clerical  Board.  Weekly  visits  were  also  made 
to  those  patients  confined  to  their  beds  by  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  Ladies'  Aid  for  that  purpose. 

The  regular  International  Sabbath-school  lesson  is  also  taiu-ht 
every  Sabbath  afternoon  by  Miss  Wing,  of  the  Third  Presbyterian 
Church,  who,  with  the  aid  of  her  Bible  class,  has  really  awakened  much 
interest  in  bible  study  among  the  patients.  These  young  men  have 
also  supported  a  number  of  patients  during  the  year,  from  a  fund 
which  they  contributed  to  for  that  purpose. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

The  work  accomplished  during  the  year  far  surpasses  that  of  any 
previous  one;  and  is  probably  equal  to  that  of  any  private  Hospital  in 
this  country.  For  these  results  we  are  indebted  to  the  Medical  Staff, 
which  has  faithfully  cared  for  the  patients  and  served  the  interests  of 
the  Institution.  The  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  H.  B.  Stehman, 
has  with  great  devotion  and  skill  applied  himself  to  the  duties  of  his 
office,  and  the  Managers  return  their  thanks  to  him  for  his  constant 
care  and  attention. 

FUTURE  WORK. 

The  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  now  reached  a  position  of  command- 
ing influence,  and  the  record  of  the  past  year's  work  is  one  of  which 
we  can  all  be  proud,  but  to  do  the  great  work  of  the  future,  our  en- 
dowment fund  must  be  largely  augmented,  for  the  charitable  wt>rk  of 
the  Hospital  depends  entirely  upon  the  means  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Managers  to  work  with,  and  the  only  sure  foundation  for  such  an 
Institution  is  a  large  permanent  endowment,  and  the  Managers  appeal 
to  the  good  people  of  this  great  city  for  largely  increased  gifts.

City  of  Chicago,  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  u  An

July  1,  1872,  a  copy  of  which  Certificate  is  herewith  attached.

is  a  true  statement  of  the  name,  or  title,  by  which  such  society  shall 
be  known  in  law,  the  particular  business  and  object  for  which  it  is 
formed,  the  number  of  its  Managers,  and  the  names  of  the  same  se- 
lected for  the  first  year  of  its  existence,  viz. : 
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1.  The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  The 
Peesbyteeian  Hospital  oe  the  City  of  Chicago. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and 
management  of  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  surgical  and 
medical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick  and  disabled  persons  of  every  creed, 
nationality  and  color. 

3.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a 
Board  of  twenty- eight  Managers. 

4.  The  number  of  the  Managers  of  this  Society  shall  be  twenty- 
eight,  after  the  first  year  of  its  existence.  The  names  of  those  selected 
as  Managers  for  the  first  year  are  as  follows:  Tuthill  King,  Daniel

CONSTITUTION. 

AKTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  The  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and  man- 
agement of  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  aud 
surgical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick  and  disabled  persons,  and  to  provide 
them,  while  inmates  of  the  Hospital,  with  the  ministrations  of  the 
Gospel  agreeably  to  the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE   society. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  members  who  shall  respectively  be  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at 
a  stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  previously  nominated  by  a 
standing  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Every  member  shall  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  annu- 
ally in  advance  to  the  Treasurer.  Every  person  who  shall  pay  a  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  in  advance,  and  shall  be  approved  in  the  man- 
ner above  stated,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society  for  life,  without 
annual  payment. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  also  fix  some  amount  as  an  annual 
payment,  which  shall  entitle  the  giver  to  the  use  of  a  free  bed  in  the 
Hospital,  and  constitute  him  a  member  of  the  Society,  to  be  approved 
of  as  above.  And  the  same  privileges  shall  be  accorded  on  the  same 
condition  to  any  one  who  shall  pay  the  principal  of  the  said  annual 
sum  at  one  time. 

ARTICLE  IY. 

PROPERTY. 

All  property  of  the  Society,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  donor, 
-shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general  objects  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board 
of  twenty-nine  Managers,  twenty  four  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into 
four  classes  of  six  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be 
vacant  respectively  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of 
one,  two,  three  and  four  years,  thereafter,  so  that  six  Managers  shall 
be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for 
four  years.  To  these  twenty- four  Managers  the  pastors  of  the  First? 
Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Presbyterian  Churches,  and  one  member 
of  the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Northwest,  which 
member  will  be  chosen  by  the  Faculty  of  the  said  Seminary,  all  of  the 
City  of  Chicago,  and  their  successors  in  office  for  the  time  being, 
shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  added  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary and  an  Assistant  Recording  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers  from  their  own  number,  and 
shall  also  be  officers  of  the  said  Board.  The  said  officers  and  the 
Managers  together  shall  form  a  Board  to  be  denominated  the  "Board 
of  Managers  of  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago," 
not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting,  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  pur- 
poses and  for  stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all 
times  be  fully  authorized  to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all 
the  estate  and  property  of  the  Society;  to  it  shall  be  committed  the 
care  of  the  funds  of  the  institution,  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules 
and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same;  to  fill  vacancies  in 
their  own  body,  choose  the  officers  of  the  Society,  appoint  agents, 
assistants,  and  attendants,  and  generally  transact  the  entire  business 
of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS    OF    THE    BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  monthly  meetings  on  the 
third  Monday  of  the  month,  and  may  hold  adjourned  meetings  when 
necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Society  may  be 
called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  requisition  of  five  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers;    but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time 
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and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered, 
will  be  notified  to  the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meet- 
ing, and  no  other  subject  shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such 
meetings,  unless  there  be  at  least  eleven  members  present,  and  then 
only  by  unanimous  consent. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ANNUAL    MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Monday  of  April.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting;  to 
present  to  the  members  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous 
year;  to  exhibit  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and 
property  of  the  Society,  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  nature 
relating  to  the  object  of  the  Society,  which  may  be  of  interest  or  im- 
portance. In  case  of  failure  to  hold  the  annual  meeting  on  the  day 
specified,  a  special  meeting  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose,  and  all 
officers  and  Managers  whose  term  of  service  may  have  expired  by  cause 
of  such  failure  shall  retain  their  places  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  next  preceding  the  annual  meet- 
ing, six  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members 
of  the  Society  to  supply  the  places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose 
term  of  service  is  about  to  expire,  and  who  may  be  re-elected.  These 
six  members,  together  with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes 
and  the  five  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the 
Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such 
elections  on  the  appointed  day,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall 
be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

BOARD    OF    CLERGYMEN. 

The  Society  shall  appoint  a  Clerical  Board,  consisting  of  the  five 
clerical  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  to  whom  shall  be  committed 
all  matters  relating  to  the  spiritual  and  religious  ministrations  of  the 
Hospital;  no  measures  relating  to  these  matters  shall  be  adopted  with- 
out the  sanction  and  approbation  of  the  said  Board.  The  President 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
the  Vice-President,  shall  be  notified  of  the  meetings  of  the  Clerical 
Board,  and  when  present  shall  preside  and  vote  at  such  meetings.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  and  Chaplain,  when  requested, 
to  attend  these  meetings  of  the  Board. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS    OF    THE    CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  of  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  upon  at 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose,  and  shall  be  adopted  only  in  a  concurrence  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Board  of  Managers. 


BY-LAWS. 

For  the  Government  and  Regulation    of   the  Board 

of  Managers. 


DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 
I.     OF    THE    PRESIDENT. 

The  President  of  the  Society  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board,  he  shall 
appoint  all  committees  which  do  not  consist  of  more  than  three  mem- 
bers, s abject  to  approval  by  the  Board.  He  shall  sign  all  orders  on 
the  Treasurer,  directed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Board,  agreeably  to  the  Constitution,  when- 
ever, in  his  opinion,  the  business  of  the  Society  requires  it,  or  when 
requested  to  do  so  on  the  application  of  five  Managers.  But  when 
special  meetings  are  so  called,  he  shall  direct  the  Secretary  to  insert, 
in  the  notices  sent  to  the  members,  the  import  of  the  business  to  come 
before  them,  as  provided  for  in  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution,  and 
such  notices  shall  be  served  at  least  two  days  previous  to  that  appointed 
for  the  meetiDg. 

II.     OF    THE    VICE-PRESIDENT. 

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall 
possess  his  power  and  perform  his  duties;  and  in  the  absence  of  both 
President  and  Vice-President,  the  Managers  present  at  any  meeting 
shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  preside. 

III.     OF    THE    TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  titles,  deeds 
and  other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Cor- 
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poration,  and  of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto.  Ho  shall  open  an  ac- 
count with  one  of  the  banks,  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Board,  in  the  name  of  this  Corporation,  and  shall  deposit  all 
moneys  in  snch  bank  immediately  upon  his  receiving  them.  He  shall 
keep  a  proper  check  and  account  book,  showing  the  amount  of  funds 
in  his  hands,  which  shall  at  all  suitable  times  be  open  to  the  inspec 
tion  of  the  managers.  At  each  stated  meeting  he  shall  present  an  ac- 
count or  abstract  thereof,  showing  the  state  of  the  treasury.  He  shall 
pay  all  orders  which  shall  be  drawn  upon  him  in  the  manner  herein- 
after prescribed.  He  shall  execute  such  resolutions  as  shall  be  adopted 
by  the  Committee  of  Finance  relative  to  the  investment  of  funds.  He 
shall  prepare  and  lay  before  the  members  of  the  Society,  at  their  annual 
meeting,  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preced- 
ing year  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
same  are  invested. 

IV.  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  countersign  all  orders 
drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  the 
Board.  He  shall  preserve  all  records  and  papers  which  do  not  belong- 
to  the  office  of  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  notify  the  members  of  every 
stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  notice  addressed  to 
them  through  the  post  office,  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting, 
and  shall  give  similar  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  by  notice 
addressed  to  the  members  at  their  last  known  place  of  residence,  or  by 
publication  in  a  daily  city  paper  for  at  least  two  days  preceding  such 
meeting,  which  publication  shall  be  deemed  a  proper  notice.  He  shall 
also  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Chairman  of  each  Committee  of 
the  names  of  the  members  thereof,  and  the  object  for  which  they  may 
be  appointed. 

V.     OF  THE  ASSISTANT  RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  to  assist 
the  Recording  Secretary  in  keeping  the  records  of  the  Board  meetings 
and  in  his  absence  to  perform  his  duties,  keep  the  minutes  of  all  com- 
mittee meetings,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the 
regular  meetings. 

VI.     OF  THE   CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspond- 
ence of  the  Board,  and  make  such  communications  in  relation  to  it  as 
mav  be  directed  by  the  Managers.

VII.     ELECTION  OE  COMMITTEES. 

The  Managers  shall  elect,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the 
month  of  April,  a  Committee  of  Finance,  to  consist  of  five  members, 
of  whom  the  Treasurer  shall  be  one;  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight 
members,  of  whom  the  President  shall  be  one,  three  of  whom  shall 
form  a  quorum;  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members,  and  an 
Electing  Committee  ol  five  members.  These  committees  shall  hold 
office  during  the  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.  The 
Committee  of  Finance,  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Electing 
Committee  shall  respectively  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which 
shall  be  read  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board. 

VIII.  OF  THE  FINANCE   COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  to  adopt  proper 
means  of  augmenting  the  subscriptions  and  benefactions,  to  circulate 
information  concerning  the  Hospital,  to  see  that  the  subscriptions  are 
duly  received,  and  to  direct  the  Treasurer  in  investing  the  funds.  But 
all  investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  the  Committee,  and  approved  by  the  Board,  and  shall  be 
made  only  in  the  public  stocks  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
those  of  the  County  of  Cook,  or  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  or  of  such 
corporate  and  municipal  bonds  as  the  Finance  Committee  may  recom- 
mend; or  loaned  on  bond  and  mortgage  on  unincumbered  real  estate, 
in  the  County  of  Cook,  the  estimated  value  of  which  shall  be  twice  the 
amount  loaned,  and  if  improved,  the  value  of  the  lands  and  improve- 
ments thereon  shall  be  at  least  double  the  amount  loaned. 

IX.  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  take  more 
immediate  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  during  the  intermis- 
sions of  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Managers.  They  shall  hold  their 
meetings  at  such  times,  and  generally  perform  such  duties  as  the 
Board  shall  commit  to  them.  The  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  shall 
be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Committee,  and  keep  a  record  of  their 
proceedings,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meet- 
ings, and  approved  by  it. 

X.     OF  THE  AUDITING  COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  and 
report  to  the  Board  all  accounts  against  the  Society,  and  also  to 
examine  the  Treasurer's  account  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the 
annual  meeting. 
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XI.     OF  THE  ELECTING  COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Electing  Committee  is  to  elect  persons  to  be 
members  of  the  Society,  on  their  complying  with  the  terms  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  The  Committee  shall  be  subject  to 
the  following  regulations:  Four  members  shall  be  necessary  to  consti- 
tute a  quorum.  A  candidate  shall  be  elected  if  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  vote  in  his  favor.  No  election  shall  be  valid  unless 
the  candidate  shall  have  been  proposed  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  the  nomination  referred  by  it  to  the  said 
Committee.  Twenty-four  hours'  notice  shall  be  given  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Committee. 

XII.     STATED  MEETINGS  OF  THE   MANAGERS. 

The  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  on  the  third 
Monday,  at  12  M. ,  of  each  month,  or  at  such  hoars  as  they  shall  order. 

XIII.     APPROPRIATIONS  OF  MONEY. 

All  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the 
Board,  and  entered  on  its  minutes.  Orders  for  the  amount  appropri- 
ated shall  then  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President,  or, 
in  his  absence,  by  the  Vice-President,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secre- 
tary, or,  if  he  be  absent,  by  the  Secretary  pro  tern. ;  which  orders, 
with  the  receipts  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  they  were  drawn  in- 
dorsed thereon,  shall  be  the  Treasurer's  vouchers  for  payments  made 
by  him. 

XIV.     ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  Chair  at  the  hour  appointed  for 
the  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum  shall  ap- 
pear, and  the  meeting  shall  be  opened  wTith  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meetings  shall  be  read,  cor- 
rected, if  necessary,  and  approved. 

4.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  called,  and  order  be  taken 
thereon. 

6.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  former  meetings,  if  any,  shall 
be  taken  up,  after  which  any  business  may  be  proceeded  with  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board. 
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XV.     ALTERATIONS    OR    ADDITIONS. 

No  alterations  or  additions  to  these  By-Laws  shall  be  made,  but  un- 
der the  same  rules  as  prescribed  in  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  in 
relation  to  amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

FREE  BEDS  AND  MEMBERS. 

A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  a  room  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  for  life  of  donor. 

A  donation  of  three  hundred  dollars  annually  will  support  one  free 
bed  in  the  general  wards. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  constitutes  the  donor  a 
life  member  of  the  institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member. 
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REPORT   OE   THE    SECRETARY. 


This  has  been  a  prosperous  and  happy  year  for  the  managers  of 
the  Ladies'  Aid  Society  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital.  They  have 
seen  the  large  and  well-appointed  Jones  Memorial  Building  opened  and 
occupied,  and  have  rejoiced  in  the  ease  and  comfort  with  which  work 
has  been  done  in  the  spacious  and  comfortable  wards,  and  the  light 
and  airy  rooms. 

The  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  chapel  of  the  hospi- 
tal. The  reports  of  the  medical  Superintendent  and  the  working 
cbmmittees  have  been  in  the  highest  degree  cheering  and  encouraging, 
as  showing  the  satisfactory  results  of  increased  capacity  and  conven- 
ience in  the  ability  to  care  for  a  much  larger  number  of  patients  than 
ever  before,  and  an  increased  activity  in  all  departments  of  work. 

A  proposition  from  President  Bogue  that  three  members  of  the 
Ladies'  Aid  should  be  chosen  to  act  with  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Managing  Board,  in  order  to  bring  the  work  of  the  Society  into 
closer  relation  with  that  of  the  Board,  resulted  in  the  appointment  of 
Mrs.  Marquis,  Mrs.  Jones  and  Mrs.  Humphrey,  to  so  represent  the 
Aid  Society. 

Upon  the  Furnishing  Committee  has  rested  an  increased  responsi- 
bility in  providing  for  the  greatly  enlarged  wants  of  the  new  building, 
but  all  demands  have  been  met,  as  will  appear  in  the  special  report 
of  that  committee. 

The  duties  of  the  Visiting  Committee  lead  some  of  their  members 
into  the  rooms  and  wards  almost  daily,  giving  them  a  constant  inter- 
est in  the  patients,  their  sufferings  and  improvement.  These  are  re- 
ported to  the  monthly  meetings,  thus  keeping  the  society  informed  of 
the  more  important  cases,  and  the  delicate  and  serious  operations. 
There  have  been  many  patients  in  the  children's  ward  the  past  year, 
and  many  operations  have  been  performed  for  deformed  limbs,  acci- 
dents and  defective  sight.  But  this  ward  is  always  the  brightest 
spot  in  the  hospital,  for  though  the  cots  are  filled  with  children, 
whose  pale  faces  tell  of  past  suffering,  the  elasticity  of  youth  seems 
to  help  them  to  rapid  recovery,  and  the  cheerful  sounds  from  this 
ward,  heard  in  the  adjoining  hall,  are  like  those  of  a  children's  play- 
room. 
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The  churches  have  provided  the  usual  generous  supply  of  fruits, 
jellies  and  other  delicacies  each  month. 

A  pleasant  room  has  been  fitted  up  for  the  library  committee  to 
work  in.  All  books  received  are  covered  and  kept  in  order,  and  dis- 
tributed as  desired,  to  those  who  find  pleasure  in  reading.  During 
the  past  year;  195  volumes  have  been  received,  besides  many  papers 
and  magazines;  1GS  volumes  have  been  worn  out,  lost  or  stolen  during 
the  year.  There  are  now  595  volumes  in  the  library,  and  the  expenses 
of  this  department  have  been  $5.85. 

The  Devotional  Committee  have  visited  the  patients  regularly  with 
messages  of  comfort  and  help.  To  quote  the  words  of  their  chairman: 
1 '  They  feel  that  they  have  been  blessed  themselves,  in  the  cheer  they 
have  been  able  to  give  to  many  that  in  pain  and  weakness  and  home- 
sickness have  felt  that  all  things  were  against  them.  They  have  had 
evidence  that  the  promises  in  the  Bible  will  sustain,  and  that  God's 
love  for  His  children  is  unchangeable." 

While  the  summer  days  were  pleasantest,  nine  of  the  convalescent 
patients  were  given  a  most  delightful  outing  by  the  "  King's  Daugh- 
ters "  of  Riverside,  some  of  whom  are  members  of  this  Aid  Society. 
The  whole  day  was  spent  in  the  country,  where  they  had  a  long  drive, 
a  lunch  and  flowers  in  abundance.  Mrs.  Balfour  sang  for  them,  and 
boxes  of  flowers  were  given  them  to  carry  home. 

A  generous  Thanksgiving  dinner  was  given,  as  usual,  by  Mr.  S.  W. 
Rawson,  and  enjoyed  by  every  patient  who  could  reach  the  table,  by 
the  aid  of  crutch  or  wheeled-chair.  The  table  was  decorated  with 
flowers,  and  the  feast  was  followed  by  music. 

Christmas  was  a  very  bright  day  for  the  children,  and  indeed  for 
all  the  patients.  After  the  Christmas  dinner  had  been  enjoyed,  and 
the  gifts  on  the  tree  distributed,  a  cantata  was  given  by  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Stehman,  assisted  by  friends  from  the  Third  Church,  which  gave  the 
hearers  much  pleasure.  The  beds  of  the  children  were  decorated  with 
garlands  of  pink  and  white  paper,  and  their  happiness  was  complete, 
when  Santa  Claus  appeared  and  scattered  gifts  with  a  lavish  hand,  not 
only  among  the  children,  but  old  and  young,  attendants  and  servants 
were  remembered. 

Fifteen  free  beds  are  now  supported  by  the  Aid  Society,  three  of 
which  are  maintained  by  the  gifts  of  Sunday-school  children. 

Before  leaving  for  Europe,  Mrs.  Jones  added  to  her  many  previous 
beneficences,  the  endowment  of  a  bed  for  the  students  of  the  Congre- 
gational Theological  Seminary. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  list  of  associate  members  in  the  different 
churches  represented  in  this  society  will  be  greatly  increased  during 
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the  coining  year,  thus  adding  materially  to  its  income  at  the  very  slight 
cost  to  each  person  of  one  dollar  a  year. 

Grateful  for  the  blessings  of  the  past,  the  Aid  Society  enters  upon 
another  year  of  its  existence,  with  hopes  of  greater  efficiency,  and  in- 
creased usefulness  in  the  years  to  come.

Since  the  hospital  was  organized,  no  report  has  been  given  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  work  of  the  Furnishing  Committee;  and  as  the 
duty  and  responsibility  is  placed  on  this  committee  of  endeavoring  to 
point  out  and  keep  the  hospital  well  supplied  in  all  its  needs,  as  far 
as  our  funds  will  allow,  and  in  so  doing  expending  a  large  amount  of 
the  contributions  of  this  society,  it  has  been  thought  proper  that  a 
statement  be  made  of  what  has  been  done  the  past  year.  Our  princi- 
pal expenditures  have  been  as  follows:

This  seems  large,  but  when  one  takes  into  consideration  the  num- 
ber of  different  purposes  the  towels  are  used  for,  the  supply  must  be 
great  to  meet  the  demand. 

The  benevolent  societies  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  have  made 
up  nearly  all  of  this  material,  and  have  donated  a  large  amount  of  nap- 
kins, pillow-cases,  night-gowns  and  clothing  for  the  poor  little  ones  in 
the  children' s  ward.      In  addition  to  this,  at  the  May  meeting  of  the 
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Ladies'  Aid  Society  it  was  voted  to  give  our  superintendent,  \h.  Steb 
man,  the  sum  of  $P>00  to  pay  for  furnishing  the  new  kitchen,  making 
shelving,  refrigerator  attachments,  etc. 

The  aim  of  our  committee,  with  Dr.  Stehman  and  the  matron,  .Miss 
Riedle,  has  been  to  get  nothing  unnecessary,  and  in  our  purchases  we 
have  tried  to  study  durability  and  economy. 

The  hospital  to-day  is  well  furnished,  but  to-morrow  will  bring 
fresh  demands. 

The  hard  use,  especially  in  linen,  makes  continual  replenishing 
necessary. 

The  churches  have  responded  nobly  to  the  calls  made,  and  the  re- 
lief and  comfort  to  the  suffering  poor  and  others  has  been  great.  We 
trust  this  noble  Christian  work  will  go  steadily  forward.

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Constitution. 

AETICLE  I. 

The  Society  shall  be  called  "  The  Ladies'  Aid  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  of  Chicago."  Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Corporate  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  by  providing  bedding,  kitchen  and  table- 
ware, reading  matter,  delicacies  and  comforts  for  the  sick,  subject  to 
the  general  direction  of  the  Hospital  Managers  and  Medical  Boards 
also  to  invite  the  co-operation  and  secure  the  help  of  the  Presbyterian 
Churches  of  the  city  and  vicinity  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  person  contributing  one  dollar  per  year  shall  be  a  member  of 
this  Association.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  four  Vice-Presi- 
dents, a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  These  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  shall  be  appointed.  The  Auditors  of  the  Board  of  Manag- 
ers shall  be  the  Auditors  of  this  Association. 

ARTICLE  III. 

At  each  annual  meeting  the  Association  shall  appoint  a  Board  of 
Managers,  consisting  of  seventy-five  members  (more  or  less),  to  whom 
shall  be  entrusted  the  business  of  the  Association.  Also  at  each 
meeting  the  Association  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee,  to  con- 
sist of  twenty  members  (more  or  less),  said  committee  to  have  power 
to  fill  vacancies  in  its  membership;  and  the  President,  Vice-President. 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the  Chairman  of  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes,  holding  respectively, 
one,  two  and  three  years,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter,  one- 
third  of  the  committee  shall  be  chosen  to  continue  in  office  for  three 
years,  and  no  member  shall  be  eligible  to  reappointment  until  at  least 
one  year  from  the  expiration  of  her  term  of  office. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, as  the  needs  of  the  work  may  require. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  recommend  to  each  annual  rneetino 
the  names  of  persons  to  be   voted  for  as  Managers   for  the   ensuing 
year.      It  shall  also,  three  months  in  advance  of  the  annual   meeting 
appoint  a  committee  of  five,  who  shall  recommend  to  the  annual  meel 
ing  the  names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  officers  and   as  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting,  notice 
of  such  amendment  having  been  given  at  the  previous  monthly  meet- 
ing of  Managers. 
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The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  the  first  Monday 
in  April  at  11  A.  M.,  at  which  meeting  the  President  of  the  Hospital 
Board  of  Managers  shall  preside. 

II. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month,  at  11  A.  M. 

III. 
The  Executive   Committee  shall   meet  the  first   Monday   of  each 
month,  at  10:30  A.  M. 

IV. 

There  shall  be  four  standing  Committees — i.  e.,  Furnishing  Com- 
mittee, Visiting  Committee,  Library  Committee,  Committee  on  Delica- 
cies. 

V. 

The  Furnishing  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  supply  of  bedding,  clothing,  lint,  bandages,  etc.,  as 
provided  in  the  first  article  of  the  Constitution.  It  shall  divide  its 
work  among  the  sub  committees  at  its  own  discretion,  enlarging  the 
committee  as  circumstances  may  require.  This  committee  shall  ac- 
knowledge to  the  donors,  all  contributions  received  by  them  or  sent 
directly  to  the  Hospital. 
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VI. 

The  Committee  on  Delicacies  shall  have  charge  of  articles  of  extra 
diet,  subject  to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Medical  Board. 

VII. 

The  Library  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters,  connected 
with  the  supply  of  books,  magazines  and  papers  to  the  Hospital,  ad- 
vising with  the  Clerical  Committee.  It  shall  acknowledge  all  dona- 
tions of  books,  magazines  and  papers. 

VIII. 

The  Visiting  Committee  shall  visit  the  Hospital  and  report  its  work 
and  needs  to  the  Managers  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  disburse  all  money  coming  into  her  hands, 
subject  to  the  actioD  of  the  Board. 

X. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to 
attend  the  monthly  meetings,  and  an  absence  of  three  months  without 
written  communication  shall  be  deemed  a  resignation  of  the  office. 

XL 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  the  stated  meeting,  a  majority 
of  the  members  being  present.
